Vietnamese 
Helped By 
Missourian 


SAIGON (AP) - With tears 
streaming down her face, the 
Vietnamese widow expressed 
thanks for the $100 gift sent to 
her son. a 12-year-old Buffalo 
boy who lost both legs after 
being hit by a mortar shell. 
“ I am grateful to you and 
your help.” said Huynh Thi Gai. 
51. “ My home has been de­ 
stroyed and I am very poor. It 
is very difficult for me to care 
for my children. I thank you 
very much.” 
The gift came from a woman 
some 10.000 miles away in Mis­ 
souri. who had seen a newspa­ 
per picture of young Truong Van 
Cao while he was recuperating 
in Saigon’s Cho Ray Hospital 
shortly after the lunar new year 
offensive last February. 
The donor. Miss Nancy Ashley 
Smith of St. Louis, sent a check 
for the boy to President John­ 
son. The President in turn had it 
forwarded to Saigon, where the 
chief of the Refugee Division of 
the U.S. Agency for Internation­ 
al Development, John F. Thom­ 
as of Minneapolis. Minn., made 
the presentation. 
Three months ago life looked 
bleak for little Cao in the big. 
strange city of Saigon. His 
childhood home had been in the 
countryside in Hau Nghia. west 
of Saigon, where he rode the 
backs of the water buffalo as 
they grazed, or chased after the 
huge beasts through the rice 
paddies. 
But since the Tet offensive, 
life for Cao had been one chaot­ 
ic move after another. From the 
rice field, where he was tending 
the buffalo when mortar frag­ 
ments tore into his legs, he was 
taken to a U.S. Army hospital at 
Cu Chi. In the hospital, doctors 
found it necessary to amputate 
both legs to save the boy’s life. 
Then he was moved to Sai­ 
gon’s Cho Ray Hospital. He was 
there in a crowded ward when 
some of the heaviest fighting of 
the Tet offensive took place 
around it 
After the fighting died down, 
room was found for Cao at the 
National Rehabilitation Center, 
a Vietnamese government insti­ 
tute where 90 per cent of the pa­ 
tients are civilians. The center 
has highly trained personnel 
and capabilities for making and 
fitting new limbs

' Galloping 
SHits 
Cam p aig n Tr ail at 76

HELENA, Mont. (AP) - 
Hugo Aronson, the “Galloping 
Swede” who rose from penniless 
immigrant to governor of Mon­ 
tana. is galloping down the cam­ 
paign trail again at the age of 
76. 
The big, strong Swede who 
still speaks English with a 
heavy accent is roaming Mon­ 
tana’s 
vast 
mountains 
and 
plains trying to obtain the Re­ 
publican gubernatorial nomina­ 
tion for his friend, Lt. Gov. Ted 
James. 
Aronson also is Richard M. 
Nixon’s 
Montana 
campaign 
chairman despite the fact that 
Nixon has endorsed James' op­ 
ponent. Gov. Tim Babcock in 
Montana’s June 4 GOP primary. 
Arronson is just as rough and 
tough as in the days when he 
bounced oil trucks labeled “ The 
Galloping Swede” down dusty 
depression oilfield roads in the 
1930s. 
“ I thought maybe the name of 
J. Hugo Aronson might be get­ 
ting worn out like an old 
shawl,” he said. “ But when I 
got to campaigning I found the 
people are just as kind to this 
immigrant boy as they ever 
were.” 
The grand old man of Mon­ 
tana politics still expresses 
disbelief at what has happened 
to him since he stepped off a 
boat from Sweden in 1911 at the 
age of 20 with $25 in his pocket 
and an English vocabulary that 
consisted of three words: “ Ham 
and eggs.” 
He worked in Boston until he 
picked up enough English to or­ 
der something else to eat. Then 
he rode freight trains across 38 
states until, on a hot July day in 
1914, a brakeman kicked him 
out of a boxcar in the southern 
Montana town of Columbus. 
“ Columbus discovered Ameri­ 
ca and I discovered Columbus.” 
Aronson said. 
He parked his clothes on a 
fence and went for a swim in 
the icy Yellowstone River, only 
to emerge to find a mule chew­ 
ing up his pants. He wandered 
into town m rags and somehow 
wrangled a farm job pitching 
hay. 
From there he went to the 
Montana-Wyoming 
border 
where he established a home-

stead on which he still pays tax­ 
es. He got into the oil business, 
building rigs, and figured out a 
way to move 85-foot derricks 
without dismantling them. That 
was a milestone in the industry. 
After Army service in World 
War I, Aronson moved to the 
booming northern Montana oil­ 
fields around Cut Bank. He got 
his nickname because he ran as 
he worked, and his oil business 
flourished. He started his own 
company and founded the oil 
towns of Oilmont. Gallup City 
and Santa Rita. He became 
president of a bank in Cut Bank 
and bought a 4,000-acre ranch, 
but 
continued 
rig 
building, 
trucking, pipelining. 
In 1934 he was elected to the 
Cut Bank City Council, then in 
1938 to the Montana House, and 
in 1944 to the state Senate. 
“ When they wanted me to run 
for governor, I told them I 
didn’t have the qualifications.” 
he said. But he ran in 1951 and 
won, and won another four-year 
term in 1955. 
Since his retirement from ac­ 
tive politics in 1960. he has lived 
on the shore of Flathead Lake in 
northwestern Montana, but he 
can’t get off the campaign trail. 
He feels Nixon will be nominat­ 
ed and will be the next presi­ 
dent. 
“ This ‘Galloping Swede’ is 
sincere when he says he’ll never 
even be able to repay the inter­ 
est on the debt he owes his 
adopted state and his adopted 
country,” Aronson said. “ You 
people born and raised in this 
country take too damned much 
for granted.”

MENLO PARK, Calif. (AP) - 
Here in a group of nondescript 
buildings, scholars are attempt­ 
ing to perfect anesthesia by 
electricity, to forecast earth­ 
quakes, repair eyes with laser 
beams, design effective urban 
transportation systems. 
This is the Stanford Research 
Institute, a 90-acre compound 
near Stanford University occu­ 
pied by crowded wooden labora­ 
tories, animal compounds and 
barracks housing, and permeat­ 
ed with intellectual ozone. 
Stanford is one of at least 14 
independent, not-for-profit re­ 
search and development labs 
that apply technology to basic 
research, enabling development 
of products and systems useful 
to man. 
All these labs, several of them 
associated but not owned by uni­ 
versities, have their own per­ 
sonnel, facilities and manage­ 
ment, and exist primarily for 
the public interest by contract­ 
ing research for industry, gov­ 
ernment and other institutions. 
SRI scientists, economists and 
planners already have made 
cotton more competitive by de­ 
vising a fabric that won’t ab­ 
sorb dirt, helped modernize 
banking by developing the first 
automated check handler and 
aided several foreign econo­ 
mies. 
A notable result of this type of 
research is Xerography, the re­ 
production method that has 
made the Xerox Co. so profita­ 
ble. It was developed with a big 
assist from Battelle Memorial 
Institute of Columbus. Ohio, the 
largest of the not-for-profit re­ 
searchers. 
Outfits such as SRI. Battelle, 
IIT Research of Chicago and 
Southern Research of Birming­ 
ham. Ala., are intellectual isth­ 
muses connecting the academic 
world of scholars and the practi­ 
cal worlds of business and gov­ 
ernment. 
They fit somewhere between 
the university owned research 
facilities and the private con­ 
tract research firms such as Ar­ 
thur D. Little. They are related 
also to commercial testing labs 
and to “captive,” or govern­ 
ment-supported researchers. 
Although still doing a very 
small percentage of all research 
and development, their influ­ 
ence is great and growing, and 
has been since the first of them, 
the Mellon Institute, was found- \ 
ed in Pittsburgh in 1927. 
Few jobs are beyond their 
scope, for their staffs easily are 
the equal of some universities. 
Unlike university researchers.

however, they are always con­ 
cerned with practical results. 
That is their reason for being. 
“ We are quite able to build up 
a staff if a project looks worth­ 
while,” said a spokesman for 
SRI, which has a staff of 3,200, 
including 1,700 professional re­ 
searchers. 
Since SRI has no sales staff, 
and since projects suitable to its 
talents aren’t always readily 
available, researchers have to 
maintain their own contacts, so­ 
licit business and find money 
for their studies. 
Because of this, the not-for- 
profits, which generally pay no 
taxes, have been accused of 
competng unfairly with com­ 
mercial testing labs and also 
with soliciting routine projects 
easily handled in industrial 
labs. 
The response, at least in the 
case of SRI and several others, 
has been to pay taxes on income 
from research not specifically 
in the public interest, and to for­ 
ego research whose substance is 
questionable.

Forgive Wrongs Early 


There was a time when a person whose 
feelings were hurt challenged another to a 
duel. 
Readers of histoiy will recall 
Congressman Pettis, for whom Pettis 
county was named, became so steamed up 
over criticism he challenged Major Biddle 
to shoot it out on a sandbar in the 
Mississippi river at St. Louis. The men 
stood five feet apart and blasted away in 
the heat of anger. Pettis died the next day 
and Biddle a day later. After the shooting

learned 
they were 
mortally wounded, they forgave each 
other. Instead of indulging their animosity 
and playing at heroics, Pettis and Biddle 
should have patched up their differences 
before killing each other, thus permitting 
each to fill out useful lives in public 
service. 
Why does a man have to be on death’s 
bed 
before he can forgive real or 
imaginary wrongs? Forgiveness is just as 
genuine and timely before an act of 
vengeance as it is after a tragedy. The 
ethics of an earlier try at reconciliation 
should not await the approach of death.

It may be a little difficult to believe, but 
the plastics age is 100 years old this year.

Today, the types and varieties of plastics 
and their uses would take volumes to 
describe. Since 1946, the plastic industry’s 
output has increased by 1,257 per cent and 
it employs nearly 200,000 men and women. 
So don t say that nothing good ever 
came out of a poolroom.

Eventually, however, the Red Chinese real­ 
ized that pressure on the battlefield was gain­ 
ing them nothing at the bargaining table and 
got down to serious d i s c u s s i o n about an 
armistice. It has not yet dawned on the North 
Vietnamese that we, no more than they, are 
not about to give up in Paris that which we 
have not lost, and do not intend to lose, in 
the paddies and jungles of South Vietnam. 
Thus the insanity continues and the dis­ 
couraging headlines and heart-breaking cas­ 
ualties repeat themselves week after week. 
If there has been no progress in Paris so 
far, how much can there be as long as one 
side refuses to agree to the first step toward 
peace, a mutual scaling down of military ac­ 
tivity—indeed, refuses even to admit that a 
single one of its soldiers is on the soil of 
South Vietnam? 
Those who p r o t e s t e d so much against 
America’s i n v o l v e m e n t in the war are 
strangely silent now. Those who complained 
of America’s inhumanity are amazingly blind 
to Hanoi’s brutal step-up of the fighting. 
This is not to suggest that the war protes­ 
ters, whether in this country or abroad, 
should associate themselves for an instant 
with America’s “ guilt” or grant that there 
might be the slightest good thing to say in 
favor of America’s position. 
But if they sincerely desire peace, nothing 
is stopping them from making this desire 
plain to Hanoi. They never hesitated to con­ 
vey their moral support in the past.

The Federal Drug Administration, which 
has been engaged in a running battle with 
the vitamin manufacturers, apparently would 
like to see some such label on every bottle 
of liver extract or iron pills or whatnot. 
Vitamins and minerals are abundant in 
commonly available foods, maintains the 
FDA. Except for people with special medi­ 
cal needs, there is no scientific basis for the 
routine use of supplements. 
The drug companies admit that this is tech­ 
nically true, but counter that bottled nutri­ 
tion is still necessary because a lot of people 
simply don’t eat as well as they should, ir­ 
respective of their financial status. 
They cite a study made by another govern­ 
ment agency, the Department of Agriculture, 
which shows that 50 per cent of the families 
surveyed had inadequate diets that were be­ 
low recommended allowances in one or more 
nutrients. 
The situation seems to be deteriorating. A 
similar study a decade earlier found 40 per 
cent of American families nutritionally defi­ 
cient. 
So what’s a mother to do? 
Common sense suggests that the best 
course is to have regular checkups and to 
follow the advice of the family physician 
while the protagonists in the pill controversy 
fight out the issue among themselves.

PORTLAND, ORE. (NEA) 
To the visitor, Saturday night along Broadway, a downtown 
Portland street, has to be something else. For hours and 
hours, cars filled with young people move three and four 
abreast, bumper to bumper past the shops and movie houses 
at snail’s pace. Most are shiny new, with special exhausts 
giving off a throaty rumble. Endlessly, drivers gun the 
engines. 
There are few hippies or obvious toughs. The youngsters 
are smiling, looking, chattering. Banter goes back and forth 
between cars. The dull roar of engines keeps a constant 
undertone. 
The visitor asks a man strolling Broadway: 
“ Why are they here? What are they doing?” 
The answer, with a laugh, is short: 
“ Nothing. They’re just out riding.” 
Surely not unique to Portland, this noisy, moving tableau 
seemed harmless—and occasionally downright funny. At the 
same time, it was almost pathetically sad and thought- 
provoking. 
These youngsters, and their parents, have been chasing 
affluence and they have found it. But now that they have it, 
they do not really know what to do with it. 
Millions of dollars were earned and expended to put that 
thick stream of cars on the street, in the hands of young 
people seeking action they probably did not find. 
As this nation’s goods have multiplied and its incomes have 
soared, affluence has spread over the land in rising waves. 
It has become the hallmark and watchword of this society. 
Visible to all, it has made poverty intolerable. 
Even though he must know it will not endure, the looter in 
a Negro riot is trying for the magic touch of affluence as he 
runs off with television sets, tape recorders, gadgets galore. 
No one thinks he should be denied the very best rewards of 
affluence (like color television) when he can see them every­ 
where. 
Clothes, good food and decent housing are aspects of 
affluence understandably quested after by the whole world 
and its three billions. They are what the great upward push 
from deprivation and despair is all about. 
Yet somehow, in this rich land, the symbol of our rising 
affluence has become the shiny extra, the appurtenance of 
life, the costly gadget designed to amuse us in our growing 
free time. 
So it is that a rioting looter sometimes risks his life not to 
take food or clothing but to seize some expensive plaything 
which many people already well up the ladder of affluence 
cannot afford to buy. 
The question therefore arises: Is affluence all blessing, or 
is it part curse? Are we so enamored of this engulfing tide of 
material good things that we can think of nothing else? 
As never before in this society, money is key because money 
buys. But, beyond the reasonable level of living sustenance, 
what is it buying for many people except a Saturday night 
ride into emptiness? 
Many Americans, though obviously far from all, have 
chased the rainbow of affluence and grasped it. But in the 
quest too many seem to have concluded that it is some kind 
of end itself—not just a means to better human understand­ 
ing and fuller appreciation of human values, and hence to 
really rich living. 
We have seen affluence as the great lifter of despair. We 
had better not let it become a new plague.

SEC Probe 
Of Stock 
Practices 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission has launched a full- 
scale inquiry into the cost of 
buying and selling stocks and 
suggested an interim cut in 
charges by the New York Stock 
Exchange by Sept. 15. 
Although aimed primarily at 
reducing charges paid by mu­ 
tual funds which buy and sell 
thousands of shares of stock at 
a time, the SEC’s drive to re­ 
duce costs also could save mon­ 
ey for the small buyer. 
An interim schedule the agen­ 
cy suggested to the New York 
Stock Exchange would cut costs 
on purchases of as little as 100 
shares. As an option, the NYSE 
could choose to permit discounts 
on purchases and sales exceed­ 
ing $50,000. 
There was no immediate reac­ 
tion from NYSE officials and 
SEC spokesmen said they had 
no idea which option—if either 
—the exchange would choose. 
Under existing law, the SEC 
could order its interim schedule 
into effect if the exchange 
balked. But the exchange could 
appeal any such order to the 
federal courts. 
The SEC scheduled a hearing 
beginning July 1 on its inquiry 
of commissions that brokers col­ 
lect on stock transactions. The 
NYSE fixes minimum commis­ 
sions. 
One purpose of the hearing, 
the SEC said, will be to decide 
whether a minimum commis­ 
sion structure is needed. The 
Justice Department has chal­ 
lenged the system which per­ 
mits the exchanges to fix mini­ 
mum charges. 
Also to be considered is the 
question of fee-splitting among 
broker-dealer firms. 
The SEC opposes fee-splitting 
and contends any savings in 
large 
volume 
purchases 
of 
stocks by mutual funds should 
be passed on to investors. Some 
brokers are willing to transact 
business for a mutual fund for 
as little as 30 to 40 per cent of 
the minimum fee, the SEC has 
said.

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) - 
The Kennedys have finally lost 
an election in an Oregon Demo­ 
cratic presidential primary that 
nibbed the winning sheen off 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy. 
Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy, an 
underdog, upset the New York 
senator in the first defeat ever 
handed to a member of the Ken­ 
nedy family in more than a 
score of primaries and general 
elections in which they have 
been engaged. 
The ultimate winner in Kenne­ 
dy’s Oregon setback could be 
Vice President Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey. He got only around 5 per 
cent of the vote by write-in. 
But he was an indirect benefi­ 
ciary of McCarthy’s derailing of 
the bandwagon Kennedy hopes 
to ride triumphantly into the 
party’s Chicago nominating con­ 
vention. 
McCarthy restored his status 
as a top contender for the nomi­ 
nation. However, he faces an­ 
other apparently uphill battle 
with Kennedy next Tuesday in 
California, where the signs are 
not as favorable for the Minne­ 
sota senator. 
They irony of the situation, 
however, was that while Kenne­ 
dy and McCarthy were strug­ 
gling over Oregon’s 35 conven­ 
tion votes, Humphrey won 53 of 
63 Florida votes. A ticket head­ 
ed by Sen. George Smathers, a 
Humphrey supporter, swamped 
a slate pledged to McCarthy. 
Humphrey thus continued to 
pile up a delegate total he had 
enriched previously in states 
where conventions name the 
slates while his opponents battle 
each other in the primaries. 
Kennedy’s chief hope of over­ 
coming this lead had been to 
sweep the primaries and thus 
storm into the convention as a 
demonstrated winner.

“ secret personnel payroll” be­ 
came a political issue in the 
Democratic attorney general’s 
race Tuesday night.

Gen. Norman Anderson of keep­ 
ing 21 employes on a “ secret 
personnel payroll.” 
In return, Anderson said there 
was no secrecy and called Mil- 
lin’scharge “ gutter politics.” 
“The significance of this hid­ 
den payroll in the attorney gen­ 
eral’s office in an election year 
is obvious,” Millin told a meet­ 
ing of Young Democrats in sub­ 
urban Independence. “ By his 
own admission Anderson has 
been using state money to pay 
for his political mailing costs. 
It now seems clear that he is 
using his official payroll to em­ 
ploy people for political pur­ 
poses.” 
Millin charged the 21 em­ 
ployes he referred to were hired 
before last September but were 
not shown among the 80 work­ 
ers listed by Anderson. 
Anderson, a candidate for re­ 
nomination, said he inadvertent­ 
ly failed to list six employes, 
two of whom he said were part- 
time college students. 
He said full records of his 
staff are open for public inspec­ 
tion in four state offices—comp­ 
troller, treasurer, auditor and 
his own office. 
“ Apparently my office is to be 
called upon to answer regularly 
some new accusations complete­ 
ly irrelevant to the function of 
the attorney general’s office,” 
he said. “ I will not again an­ 
swer incursions in to gutter 
politics.”

McCarthy combined his soft sell 
approach with the best organi-:

television campaign. A write-in 
campaign for Rockefeller, an 
active candidate who won the 
1964 Oregon primary, produced 
about 5 per cent. 
Nixon said that the GOP nom­ 
ination was almost within his 
grasp. He said the Oregon vote 
had “ pretty well eliminated” 
the chances that he will be de­ 
railed. 
Embarking on an intense 
campaign in nonprimary states. 
Nixon said he thinks leaders in 
those areas may decide that 
“ now is the time to get on the 
train before it leaves the sta­ 
tion.”

The Western Division will 
be made up of Chicago, Minne­ 
sota, Kansas City, Oakland, 
Seattle and California. 
They will play a 156-game 
schedule with the winners of 
each division meeting in a best- 
of-5 playoff to determine the 
World Series representative. 
Divisional teams will meet 
each other 18 times with a 9-9 
home-and-road breakdown and 
then will face members of the 
other division 11 times a year 
with a 6-5 home-and-road break­ 
down. The latter will be re­ 
versed to 5-6 every other year to 
balance home and road games. 
Joe Cronin, president of the 
American 
League, 
said 
his 
league was in complete har­ 
mony on the divisional break­ 
down. 
“ You can’t sell a 12th place 
club,” said Cronin. “ Who wants 
a lot of second division clubs? 
The commissioner’s job is to 


have both leagues ready to start 
the World Series at his discre­ 
tion. and we will be ready. 
“ We re a lot of little, quiet 
guys who are progressive,” con­ 
tinued Cronin. “ You have to 
look ahead 20 years and not just 
next year. Our teams will retain 
their rivalaries and create new 
ones under the divisional sys­ 
tem.” 
The National League, having 
expanded to 12 teams only the 
previous night, appeared totally 
unprepared to meet the Ameri­ 
can League plan of two divi­ 
sions and remained adamant for 
tradition. 
“ We don’t believe in a playoff 
system because of the tradition 
and history of baseball,” said 
President Warren Giles. 
“ A playoff system wou-- be in 
contradiction to these tradi­ 
tions,” said Giles. “ You can 
have teams finishing fourth or 
fifth percentage-wise and then 
playing the champion of the oth­ 
er league in the World Series.” 
“ We do not believe the public 
will accept this,” he continued. 
“ The World Series is the great­ 
est event in sports and it is dan­ 
gerous to tamper with it.” 


Unknowns Battle Pros 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - The 
unknown soldiers of pro golf— 
who used to march unnoticed by 
Amie’s Army—renew their cam­ 
paign Thursday to take the 
play and the pay away from the 
big names on the tour. 
Arnold Palmer still packs in 
the crowds, of course, although 
some members of his “ army” 
have thrown their allegiance to 
Jack Nicklaus. 
Doug Sanders, Gary Player, 
Don January, Bob Goalby and 
other tour veterans also will 
have plenty of backing when the 
$115,000 Atlanta Classic Golf 
Tournament starts. 
But no longer do the big shots 
on the tour go into a tourna­ 
ment assured of pocketing the 
lion’s share of the purse. Brash 
youngsters such as Bob Lunn, 
Mac McLendon, Tommy Shaw, 
Steve Reid and Tony Jacklin 
have accepted the challenge 
with 
surprising 
success this 
year. 
Palmer, still the king to most 
golf fans, hasn’t won a tourna­ 
ment since the winter season. 


Nicklaus is still looking for his 
first victory in 1968, and so is 
Doug Sanders, once the hottest 
spring player on the tour. 
Player has not claimed the 
top prize in an American tour­ 
nament since he won the 1965 
U.S. Open. Goalby won the Mas­ 
ters last month, and January 
took the Tournament of Cham­ 
pions, but the youngsters have 
been fighting back. 
Reid won the Azalea Open, 
Shaw led the Pensacola Open 
for two rounds and established 
himself as one of the gallery 
favorites, and Jacklin claimed 
the Jacksonville Open crown. 
“ I think the reason nobody 
dominates the tour like they 
used to,” said Shaw, personable 
assistant club pro from Golf, 
111., “ is because of all the prize 
money. 
“ All the good amateur golfers 
who used to become insurance 
salesmen take a look at that 
money and decide to try pro 
golf,” Shaw said. “ If they put 
together four hot rounds they 
can win a bundle.”

Sew the ends o f the m aterial to g ether with a fiv e- 
eig hths-inch seam o n the wro ng side. It will run up and do wn 
the shade. Make a casing at the to p and o ne at the bo tto m 
(o n the wro ng side), wide eno ug h to permit the insertio n o f 
narro w elastic. Cut the elastic to g o in the casing s sho rt 
eno ug h so it will draw the slipco v er o v er the to p and bo tto m 
edg es snug ly . Sew the elastic ends to g ether after inserting . 
Slip the co v er o v er y o ur shade and arrang e the g athers 
ev enly . If the shade is narro wer in the middle and flares o ut 
at to p and bo tto m, a fitted band o f the m aterial co uld be sewn 
o r tacked aro und the narro w part after the co v er is in place.

Jim Dooley Bear Coach 


CHICAGO (AP) - Jim Dool­ 
ey. a 38-year-old businesslike 
chap with horned rimmed glass­ 
es.

Halas. 73-year-old National 
Football League pioneer and the 
only owner the Bears have had. 
stepped down as head coach aft­ 
er 39 vears at the job Monday. 
Halas followed his surprising 
wed his surprising 
announcement of quitting the 
coaching ranks by his not sur­ 
prising selection of Dooley as 
his successor. 
Dooley has been a member of 
the Bears for 16 years. A grad­ 
uate of Miami. Fla.. Dooley be­ 
came a star receiver with the 
Bears before becoming a coach 
and gradually worked his way 
up as Halas’ No. 1 aide. 


Dooley, who started out as ar. 
end coach, became heir appar­ 
ent to the job two years ago 
when he replaced George Allen 
as defensive coach. Allen had 
left the Bears under a court- 
challenged protest by Halas to 
become head coach of the Los 
Angeles Rams. 


Dooley introduced such defen­ 
sive tactics as flip-flopping tack­ 
les and last year came up with 
the “ Dooley shift’’ in which a 
fifth defensive back was used as 
a linebacker in long passing si­ 
tuations. 


Having molded the Bears de­ 
fense as one of the best in the 
league, Dooley last February’ 
was named the No. 1 offensive 
coach to shore up some new tac­ 
tics which Halas last winter an­ 
nounced as ‘‘total offense.’’

New Show 
Most Talked 
About Series

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - The 
most talked-abou t series of the 
new telev ision season is a situ a­ 
tion comedy called “Ju lia.” The 
reason for the talk is that the 
situ ations will concern a y ou ng 
Negro woman, play ed by singer 
Diahann Carroll. 
The show is still fou r months 
away from its premier, and only 
the pilot has been filmed. Bu t 
already it is the cau se of contro­ 
v ersy . In a Satu rday Rev iew ar­ 
ticle 
titled 
“Ju lia": 
Break­ 
throu gh or Let down?” Robert 
Lewis Shay on criticized the proj­ 
ect for failing to deal with the 
“two target grou ps in America 
life—Negro y ou th and Negro 
men.” 
Shay on pointed ou t that the 
National Adv isory Commission 
on Civ il Disorders reported that 
u nemploy ment is not a problem 
with Negro women; the real 
problem is Negro y ou th “hu s­ 
tling in the ju ngle” of their 
“crime-ridden, v iolence-prone 
and pov erty -stricken world.” 
many of them depriv ed of the 
presence of the “solid citizen” 
father. 
“The Negro female accommo­ 
dates to the white power stru c­ 
tu re; the Negro male is aggres­ 
siv e in his demands for respon­ 
sibility . and su ch aggression 
wou ld hardly be welcome in a 
TV series,” said the writer. 
Miss Carroll was recently in 
Holly wood briefly to hu nt for a 
home before starting the NBC 
reries. which was created and 
produ ced by Hal Kanter for 20th 
Centu ry -Fox She was scornfu l 
of the Shay on article. 
“I’m su re if I were to rev iew 
a book he wrote, I wou ld read it 
first,” she commented. “I wou ld 
think that he might giv e u s the 
cou rtesy of seeing ou r show be­ 
fore he criticized it. ” 
Diahann Carroll is obv iou sly 
not a person to dodge controv er­ 
sy . Despite her odd name (“I 
still don’t know where my moth­ 
er got it”) and ex otic appear­ 
ance, she was bom and reared 
in the Bronx and has ex peri­ 
enced all the knocks that big- 
city liv ing can giv e to members 
of a minority race. 
Despite her intense concern 
with the civ il rights mov ement, 
she feels that “Ju lia” shou ld not 
necessarily be dev oted to Negro 
aspirations 
“We’re dealing with an enter­ 
tainment mediu m,” she re­ 
marked. “Ju lia” is a drama- 
comedy ; it isn’t politically or­ 
iented. Becau se I am black, that 
doesn't mean I hav e to deal 
with the problems of all black 
people. That’s not my sole re­ 
sponsibility .” 
In the series Miss Caroli will 
portray Ju lia Baker, a y ou ng 
nu rse whose flier hu sband has 
recently beer, killed in Vietnam 
action. She has a y ou ng son, and 
they go to liv e in a pleasant, 
predominantly white apartment 
bu ilding. Ju lia is employ ed as 
assistant to a doctor, play ed bv 
Lloy d Nolan, at a space plant 
The series will not ignore the 
fact that she is black. Miss Car­ 
roll said, bu t the matter will be 
dealt with in a hu morou s way . 
For instance, the white boy with 
whom her son play s remarks in 
the pilot film. “Hey —y ou moth­ 
er’s colored ” Yeah, so am I.” 
say s her son “You are?” say s 
thè other boy 
In another scene she informs 
Nolan ov er the telephone that 
she is a Negro “Hav e y ou al­ 
way s been colored or are y ou 
ju st try ing to be fashionable*'” 
he asks 
- 
Ev en thou gh "Ju lia 
is not 
aimed at solv ing problems. Miss 
Carroll believ es that it can ac­ 
complish some good 
“I think familiarity can do as 
mu ch as any thing to help rela­ 
tions between the races, 
she 
said “We liv e in a segregated 
society , and the white people 
hav e no notion of how Negroes 
liv e Any thing that brings the 
u nknown into the white commu ­ 
nity is bou nd to do some good 


the fu rnace. Who knew’ what 
terrible demons lu rked in those 
terrible cellar shadows? 
Before he fell asleep a small 
boy wou ld spend a deliriou s 10 
minu tes scratching the marks 
left on his legs by the elastic 
bands he u sed to keep his long 
black stockings u p. 
The height of dev il-may -care 
for a lad was to pu t his cap on 
backwards and ride down a long 
hill on his bicy cle withou t hold­ 
ing on to the handlebars. 
You cou ld driv e ou t of his 
mind ev ery grownu p within two 
blocks of y ou r home by pu tting 
a tin penny whistle in y ou r 
mou th and blowing bird calls on 
it from morning to du sk. 
Any “war between the gener­ 
ations” u su ally ended in a trip 
to the woodshed, from which 
y ou th limped ou t later a weep­ 
ing loser. 
Only poor people were on 
diets, and they called it “doing 
withou t.” 
Home didn't seem q u ite home 
in the occasional su mmers when 
a wren failed to bu ild her nest 
in one of the front porch eav es. 
The traditional sy mbol of a 
grandfather was a long white 
beard, and the su rest way to 
throw one of these old gaffers 
into a tantru m was for a smart 
aleck to ask him, “Grandpa, do 
y ou sleep with y ou r whiskers 
u nder

or

them?” His u su al tart reply : 
“That’s for me to know, sonny , 
and y ou to find ou t.”

Odds Against Mondlane 
In Battle for Freedom 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania 
(AP) — The former professor 
ey ed su spiciou sly the door of a 
hotel su ite. 
“I may be killed any day —bu t 
there will be v ictory ,” said Ed­ 
u ardo Mondlane, 47 -y ear-old 
leader of an East African grou p 
seeking to wrest Mozambiq u e 
from Portu gu ese ru le. 
The odds are against him, bu t 
tie is u sed to ov ercoming odds. 
His front for the liberation ot 
Mozambiq u e, Frelimo, w e nt 
into action in 1964 with 250 
armed men. Today it claims to 
be able to field a force of 10,000 
men—and to hav e knocked ou t 
6,000 Portu gu ese troops. Bu t 
Frelimo is not withou t inside 
stresses. 
Mozambiq u e is the East Afri­ 
can ou tpost of Portu gu ese ru le. 
The United Nations General As­ 
sembly has condemned Portu ­ 
gal’s refu sal to free it along 
with Angola and Portu gu ese 
Gu inea on the west coast. Portu ­ 
gal denies they are colonies, 
and say s the opportu nities of 
Portu gu ese citizenship are open 
to all the people. 
Mondlane is a nativ e of Mo­ 
zambiq u e who was edu cated in 
Sou th Africa and at Harv ard 
and once tau ght anthropology at 
Sy racu se Univ ersity in New 
York. 
The Portu gu ese admit to hav ­ 
ing an army of 42,000 in Mo­ 
zambiq u e. Mondlane say s the 
figu re is closer to 65,000. “It is 
not the soldiers we are con­ 
cerned abou t; it is the air­ 


planes,” he say s, adding that 
antiaircraft weapons are ex pect­ 
ed soon. 
His grou p claims control of 
the northern prov ince of Niassa 
—“We control the border. The 
Portu gu ese army is in garrison 
and come and go by air.” Mond­ 
lane say s. He say s he was in 
Mozambiq u e in mid-May and 
his men also are activ e in the 
prov inces of Cabo Delgado, Tete 
and Zambesia. 
Arms come from sy mpathetic 
cou ntries, inclu ding Commu nist 
China, the Sov iet Union, Czecho­ 
slov akia and Yu goslav ia as well 
as African cou ntries offering 
British and Belgian weapons. 
Frelimo operates a school in 
Tanzania to prepare leaders for 
the day when it hopes Portu ­ 
gu ese ru le is ended. 
Mondlane, whose library is 
filled with rev olu tionary works 
from 
Spanish, 
North 
Viet­ 
namese, Greek, Chinese and 
other masters of the art, also 
faces nonmilitary opposition. He 
has a white American wife 
whom opponents criticize on ra­ 
cial grou nds. Mondlane has 
headed Frelimo since he was 
elected president at its first con­ 
gress in 1962 and some think it 
is time for a change.

West Point Menu Board 
Does Calorie Counting 


WEST POINT, N Y. (AP) - 
That trim, well-conditioned ca­ 
det at the U.S. Military Acad­ 
emy consu mes more calories 
than a combat soldier—and al­ 
most twice as many as a civ il­ 
ian. 
He and his 3,200 West Point 
classmates annu ally go throu gh 
135,000 loav es of bread, 80,000 
pies and cakes, 800,000 cu ps of 
ice cream, tons of meat and 
v egetables and more peanu t 
bu tter than y ou ’d care to cou nt 
the calories for. 
The academy ’s menu board 
does the calorie cou nting for the 
cadet, and each one av erages 
between 4.500 and 5,000 calories 
per day . 
“Fiv e t h ou s a n d calories 
seems like an awfu l lot bu t be­ 
liev e me these cadets ru n it 
off,” say s Maj. Jerry L. Hearn, 
officer in charge of the cadet 
mess. 
When the day begins at 
6 a.m. and inclu des a req u ired 
athletic program in the after­ 
noon. the calories go v ery fast. 
As the dietitians figu re it, a ca­ 
det u ses u p 4 calories per pou nd 
of weight per hou r of ru nning; 
4.5 calories, swimming; 1 cal­ 
orie, ty ping and ev en .7 calories 
eating. 
Cadets gain or lose as mu ch 
as 20 pou nds when they arriv e 
as freshmen, bu t after abou t 
two months the weight-gaining 
ev ens ou t. They end u p with an 
av erage gain of eight pou nds 
for the entire fou r y ears. 
“Nu tritionally , with 5,000 cal­ 
ories, v ou can’t miss,” said 


Capt. Bonnie Moscatelli, the 
chief of food serv ices div ision 
at the academy ’s hospital and 
a member of the menu board. 
The real problem, she said, is 
pleasing the indiv idu al tastes of 
3,200 cadets who hav e “inma­ 
tu re stomachs.” 
Pizza and steak are their fa­ 
v orites, with asparagu s, bru s- 
sels sprou ts and liv er at the op­ 
posite end of the popu larity 
scale. 


“If I didn’t hav e steak on 
Wednesday night,” said Hearn, 
“I’d hav e a riot on my hands. 
Besides the cadets hav e a 
strong argu ment — they say 
Pershing and Eisenhower had 
it, why change it. They had it 
and look how they tu rned ou t.” 
On a ty pical Wednesday the 
cadets begin the day with 
chilled apricot halv es, assorted 
dry cereals with light cream, 
scrambled eggs, crisp bacon, 
hashed brown potatoes, hot 
raisin mu ffins, toast, bu tter, as­ 
sorted jams and jellies, coffee 
and milk. 


For lu nch, they might be 
serv ed pork chow mein with 
mu shrooms and bean sprou ts, 
steamed rice, fried noodles, cot­ 
tage 
cheese, 
ju bilee 
salad, 
bread, bu tter, pineapple sheet 
cake with bu tter cream icing, 
iced orangeade and milk. 
With their sirloin steak for 
dinner, they get french fried 
potatoes, bu ttered su ccotash, 
chef’s salad bowl, garlic bread 
and bu tter, blu eberry pie a la 
mode, coffee, iced tea and milk.
